Virginia City  Enteppreiso: Me. Warp-
ren, who has seen the big trees of Muri-
posa, those of the Big Tree grove in
Calaverns county, and all the big trecs
of the const rangesays there is in no
plage in Californin a trea that ap-
proaches in size that on the Kaweah,

The mon had with them uo rula, tupe-
line or measure of any kind, but Mg,
Warren mensured the tree with his

rifle, which is four feet in length., FHe
found it to be forty-four lengths of his
gun in circumference at o point as high
nbove the ground as he could reach.
The top of the tree has been broken off,
but it is still of immense height.

This monster troo stands in a small
busin nenr the Kaweah, and issur-
rounded on all sides hy a wall of huge
rugged rocks. ‘There 15 so much brush
in the vicinity thut the little valley in
which the big tree stands is almost in-

weossible. A landmark, and o notable
enture ol the landseape, is an immense
rock known ns Homer’s Nose. This
rock stands on a mountain that has an
elevation of from 8,000 to 9,000 feet
above tho level of the sea. The rovk
itsell is about five hundred feet in
height. It is visible above the pine
forests from Tulave valley. The small
valley in which the big tree stunds isa
mile or two east of Homer's Noso.
About it are several giant treos, several
larger than the big trees of Mariposa.

Lower down the Kaweah is whot is
ealled the Ginnt Forest, At this place
n colony of socialists have taken up ten
square miles of timber land, On their
land are muany teces that are from
twolve o eighteen feet in diameter.
T'he mouninia mwen say tho big troes
(the uoin) ure a cross between the
redwood and the fir.
